t  has  been  over  ten  years  since  the  College  made  the  decision  to  stay  in  its  Beacon  Street  facilities  and  to  invest 
significantly  in  the  renovation  of  the  buildings.  The  results  of  that  decision  are  visible  in  the  magnificent  buildings 
that  serve  as  the  primary  teaching,  administrative,  and  research  facilities  of  the  College.  In  contrast  the  Boylston  Street 
campus,  where  our  Fenway  Practice  of  the  New  England  Eye  Institute  and  10,000  squate  feet  of  teaching  space  are  locat- 
ed, is  less  than  a  first  rate  facility  which  has  suffered  from  problems  of  maintenance,  parking  (none  when  the  Red  Sox  are  in  town), 
and  a  location  which  is  not  convenient  to  public  transportation.  The  lease  on  the  Boylston  Street  campus  expires  in  mid-2006  and 
College  administrators  have  been  evaluating  the  desirability  of  renewal.  As  part  of  that  analysis,  the  Institutional  Planning 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  decided  to  conduct  an  in-depth  study  of  the  space  needs  of  the  College  for  the  next  20-30 
years.  Of  immediate  concern  was  the  realization  that,  even  at  current  levels  of  activity,  the  College  is  already  short  of  the  space  it 
needs  to  optimally  conduct  its  programs.  For  example,  we  have  several  faculty  positions  which  cannot  be  filled  because  of  a  lack  of 
laboratories  suitable  for  them  to  conduct  their  research  and  neither  of  our  current  large  classrooms  can  accommodate  a  fully  attend- 
ed lecture  by  some  classes.  Furthermore,  our  Clinical  Research  breakthrough  goal  cannot  be  fully  implemented  because  of  limited 
space  to  initiate  patient-based  investigations. 

During  the  past  nine  months,  a  Master  Planning  Committee  (MPC)  has  reviewed  current  and  projected  program  requirements 
to  detetmine  our  space  needs  and  to  tecommend  both  a  size  and  configuration  that  will  best  allow  us  to  fulfill  our  missions  and 
goals.  The  MPC's  report  concluded  that  we  will  need  at  least  an  additional  30,000  squate  feet  of  space  and  that  two  options  should 
be  consideted: 

•  maintain  the  Beacon  St.  facilities  and  acquire  an  additional  facility  to  absorb  the  increased  space  needs; 

•  move  from  Beacon  St.  and  consolidate  the  teaching,  administration,  and  research  programs  in  a  new,  single  facility  in  greater 
Boston.  Clinical  expansion  would  occur  with  the  establishment  of  several  smaller  facilities  in  high  need  ateas  of  the  city;  one 
of  those  sites  would  be  optimally  be  co-located  with  the  rest  of  the  College. 

At  an  historic  tetreat  at  the  Warren  Conference  Center  in  Ashland,  Massachusetts  on  the  weekend  of  April  -i-5,  2002,  the  Board 
of  Trustees  voted  to  pursue  moving  the  College  to  a  new  location.  Among  the  reasons  for  that  decision  are: 

•  the  inability  to  accommodate  even  minimal  growth  at  Beacon  St; 

•  new  ADA  regulations  which  would  limit  the  number  of  seats  in  the  classrooms  at  Beacon  St.  and  would  tequite  sectioning 
of  the  classes; 

•  increasingly  restrictive  zoning  in  the  Back  Bay  which  limits  our  ability  to  renovate  or  expand  our  facilities  to  meet  our  needs; 

•  the  difficulty  in  carrying  out  21st  century  programs  in  19th  century  buildings  that  wete  built  as  residences; 

•  the  significant  benefits  of  having  all  academic  and  pre-clinical  programs  under  a  single,  state  of  the  art  roof. 

The  decision  to  considet  leaving  the  Beacon  St.  buildings  was  extremely  difficult  and  was  made  only  aftet  careful  and  diligent 
study.  The  pride  and  emotion  that  we  all  feel  for  these  beautiful  and  disrinctive  facilities  run  deep  and  are  not  easily  put  aside  for 
objective  reasons.  But  the  tealization  that  the  College  will  almost  certainly  not  be  able  to  carry  out  its  mission  if  we  stay  at  Beacon 
St.  made  the  decision  proper  and  necessary.  Although  it  is  temotely  possible  that  a  second  site  might  be  found  close  enough  to 
petmit  us  to  retain  the  Beacon  St.  property  and  to  still  accommodate  our  needs,  that  alternative  is  considered  unlikely. 

We  have  already  begun  to  look  for  a  suitable  location  for  the  new  campus  and  are  analyzing  how  best  to  meet  the  substantial 
financial  requirements  to  implement  the  plan.  It  will  take  time  to  plan,  discuss,  and  make  decisions  on  where  and  when  we  will 
relocate  -  and  we  have  that  time.  One  imperative  is  that  any  move  will  be  to  facilities  that  will  make  us  all  proud  and  that  will 
tepresent  the  excellence  of  our  programs.  Your  comments  and  suggestions  ate  always  welcome  as  we  move  towatd  this  new  chapter 
in  the  life  of  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry.

e  can  all  remember  examining  our 
first  patient  when  we  were  students,  regard- 
less of  the  year  of  our  graduation.  We  wanted  it  to 
happen  sooner  than  it  did,  but  when  the  day  arrived,  we 
weren't  sure  we  would  remember  all  the  rote  tasks  we  were 
to  perform,  never  mind  all  the  options  of  what  to  recom- 
mend (today  called  medical  decision  making)  if  the  results 
weren't  within  the  norm  —  how  to  explain  to  our  preceptor 
the  scientific  basis  of  it  all. 

Well,  there  is  no  waiting  for  present  day  students  when 
it  comes  to  clinical  opportunities.  As  a  pilot  program  this 
academic  year,  some  first-year  students  have  seen  their  first 
patients  in  community  pre-school  vision  screenings  after  six 
weeks  of  orientation  and  training  in  the  needed  skills.  In 
addition,  second  year  students  are  in  the  "general  clinic" 
(Dr.  Barry  Barresi  prefers  we  call  it  by  its  name  —  The  New 
England  Eye  Institute),  and  many  third-year  students  are 
able  to  see  patients  in  community  settings  that  offer  oppor- 
tunities to  examine  varied  age,  developmental,  ethnic,  and 
socio-economic  groups  and  in  turn  more  systemic  and  ocular 
disease  as  well  as  optometric  specialties.  We  probably  would 
love  to  have  had  all  these  tremendous  opportunities  ourselves. 


As  alumni  we  also  have  a  wealth  of  information  to  share 
with  current  students  and  the  chance  to  shepherd  their  pro- 
fessional growth.  This  academic  year,  the  Alumni 
Association  successfully  launched  the  Mentor  Alumni 
Program  (MAP).  There  are  now  forty  participants  in  the 
MAP  program  and  we  are  seeking  out  new  mentors  from 
across  the  US  and  Canada  to  match  our  incoming  student 
pool  next  fall.  If  you  are  interested  please  check  page  14  for 
more  information.

World  Council  of  Optometry  Educators 
Meeting 

The  World  Council  of  Optometry  Educators  Meeting 
(WCOE)  was  held  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  from  February  18-21, 
2002.  About  200  delegates  attended  the  meeting  from  all 
over  the  world.  The  theme  of  the  WCOE  meeting  was 
"International  Collaborative  Programs,  Curriculum 
Development  and  Faculty  Development  and  Educational 
Technology."  Attendees  from  The  New  England  College  of 
Optometry  included  Drs.  Joanne  Caruso  '85,  Lu  Fan, 
David  Heath  '83,  Clifford  Scott  '68,  Ron  Watanabe  and 
Guang-Ji  Wang  '92. 

Presentations  at  the  conference  were  made  by  Dr.  David 
Heath  and  Dr.  Joanne  Caruso  during  the  section  on 
International  Cooperative  Programs.  Dr.  Heath  spoke  about 
Innovative  Joint  Education  Program  or  the  MS  OD  degree 
by  the  Wenzhou  Medical  College  and  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry. 

Dr.  Joanne  Caruso  discussed  results  of  a  Retrospective 
Study  on  the  Impact  on  International  Optometry  from 
Graduates  of  Special  International  Programs  at  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry.  Co-authors  included  Drs. 
David  Heath,  Bina  Patel,  Clifford  Scott  and  Guang-  |i  Wang. 


Dr.  Bina  Patel  and  Dr.  Ron  Watanabe  presented  posters 
at  the  Meeting.  Dr.  Patel's  poster  was  entitled,  "Using 
National  Board  of  Examiners  in  Optometry  Scores  as  an 
Assessment  Tool:  Do  Foreign-Trained  Optometrists  have 
Superior  Knowledge  and  Experience  to  U.S. -Trained 
Optometrists?  If  so,  which  aspects  of  Optometry?"  Dr. 
Watanabe  was  first  author  of  a  multi-center  collaboration  on 
a  poster  entitled,  "The  AOCLE:  Using  Technology  to 
Advance  Contact  Lens  Education." 

Drs.  Joanne  Caruso,  Lu  Fan,  Bina  Patel,  Clifford  Scott 
and  Guang-Ji  Wang  taught  two  sections  of  a  workshop  on 
Anterior  Segment  Exam  Techniques  which  was  well-attend- 
ed by  delegates.

On  February  6,  2002  the  first  board  meeting 
marked  the  beginning  of  community  gover- 
nance for  The  New  England  Eye  Institute 
Inc.  (NEEI),  the  clinical  corporation  of  The  New  England 
College  of  Optometry. 

NEEI  Inc.  was  formed  in  September  2001  in  an  effort 
to  bring  community  governance  to  the  College  clinical  ser- 
vice programs.  The  New  England  Eye  Institute  Board  of 
Directors  is  composed  of 
leaders  from  the  Boston 
health  care,  social  service 
and  business  community 
who  will  guide  the 
growth  of  community  eye 
services  over  the  coming 

decades.  Growth  in  NEEI  is  critically  important  to  the 
College's  mission  to  strengthen  all  programs  in  community 
service,  optometric  education  and  research.  The  key  directive 
of  the  NEEI  Board  ot  Directors  for  the  next  12-24  months 
will  be  to  identify  and  implement  a  NEEI  facilities  expansion 
project. 

With  the  establishment  of  NEEI,  Inc.,  the  College  took 
steps  essential  to  the  successful  renewal  of  the  clinical  system 
of  the  College:  the  creation  of  a  new  corporate  and  commu- 
nity governance  structure  for  The 
New  England  Eye  Institute.  After  a 
series  of  Board  of  Trustee  votes  in 
the  summer  and  fall  of  2001,  the 
College  on  September  19,  2001 
formed  the  new  subsidiary  corpora- 
tion, The  New  England  Eye 
Institute,  Inc.  This  new  clinical  cot- 
potation  has  been  established  as  a 
College  wholly-owned,  tax-exempt 
organization  that  will  be  fully 
responsible  for  Eye  Institute  opera- 
tions effective  July  1,  2002.  The 
clinical  subsidiary  model  is  common 


in  many  health  care  organizations.  In  this  new  structure,  the 
College  continues  to  have  extensive  oversight  over  all  signif- 
icant policy  and  financial  matters,  while  opening  the  door 
for  true  community  involvement  in  an  ambitious  growth 
strategy  fot  the  Eye  Institute. 

Recent  History 

Upon  Dr.  Lewis's  arrival  at  the  College  in  the  fall  of  1999, 
he  began  addressing  the  need  for  the  College  to  renew  its 
support  of  community  health  and  care  of  the  underserved. 
In  his  view,  a  strong  college  commitment  to  the  eye  health 
and  vision  function  of  the  public  was  the  critical  first  step  in 
a  major  overhaul  of  the  clinical  education  of  our  students 
and  residents.  A  stronger  patient  care  base  also  would  lay 
the  groundwork  for  development  of  a  significant  clinical 
research  program.  A  vibrant  community  service  orientation 
to  clinical  programs  would  become  a  key  pathway  to  new 
private  and  public  funding  support  and  thus  provide  for 
growth  for  all  the  College's  programs.  This  new  emphasis  on 
clinical  care  and  improvements  in  clinical  education  was 
highly  supported  by  the  College's  Board  of  Trustees  and  the 
College's  senior  management. 

Several  actions  have  followed  from  this  Presidential  and 
Board  of  Trustee's  imperative.  A  new  senior  level  post,  the

teaching  and  clinical  research. 


Vice  President  for  Clinical  Care  and  Services  was  created.  In 
the  summer  of  2000,  Dr.  Barry  J.  Barresi        ,  who  was 
serving  part  time  as  a  college  Professor  of  Health  Policy, 
accepted  appointment  to  this  new  position.  Dr.  Barresi 
brought  a  fresh  perspective  to  this  new  leadership  challenge 
but  with  a  community  service  ethic  that  was  shaped  by  his 
first  professional  position,  his  service  in  the  late  1970s  on 
the  staff  of  the  Dorchester  House  Community  Health  Center 
and  the  clinical  faculty  of  the  College.  His  fresh  look  at  our 
clinical  system  was  influenced  by  experience  as  a  clinical 
department  chair  at  Southern  California  College  of 
Optometry,  an  Academic  Dean  at  State  University  of  New 
York,  a  CEO  of  a  subsidiary  of  TLC-The  Laser  Center,  and  a 
long  standing  leader  for  optometry  in  health  policy  analysis. 

With  this  appointment  of  a  Clinical  Service  Vice 
President,  the  scope  of  The  New  England  Eye  Institute  was 
more  clearly  defined.  All  local  area  clinical  programs  of  the 
College  that  included  some  form  of  financial  relationship, 
either  patient  fee  generating  or  contract  income  based,  were 
now  to  be  centrally  administered  by  Dr.  Barresi  and  a  team 
of  clinician  leaders,  the  Eye  Institute's  Clinical  Council. 


With  this  new  management  team  in  place  work  begin 
immediately  to  implement  new  management  objectives  to 
expand  patient  access  to  NEEI  eye  care,  improve  quality  of 
patient  services  and  strengthen  the  financial  base  of  all 
NEEI  programs  and  clinical  sites.  Along  with  these  commu- 
nity goals,  the  team  placed  a  high  priority  on  meeting  the 
curriculum  plan  to  significantly  increase  the  primary  care 
experience  of  third  year  students  and  intensify  the  specialty 
care  experience  of  all  students  in  pediatrics,  low  vision  and 
contact  lenses. 

In  the  current  configuration  of  the  College's  clinical 
programs,  the  Eye  Institute  is  a  community  health  care 
organization  which  operates  a  comprehensive  eye  care  prac- 
tice in  the  Fenway  neighborhood  of  Boston,  manages  prima- 
ry eye  care  centers  in  community  service  sites,  and  provides 
professional  staff  to  Boston  area  hospitals  and  health  centers. 
As  the  major  teaching  affiliate  of  the  New  England  College 
of  Optometry  and  the  clinical  corporation  of  the  College, 
the  Eye  Institute  is  committed  to  excellence  in  patient  care 
and  community  service,  clinical  teaching  and  clinical 
research. 
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NEEI  Programs  Serve  Many  Boston  Communities 
and  Special  Populations.  The  Eye  Institute  is  organized 
into  two  types  of  clinical  programs: 

Patient  Fees  Revenue  Programs

Future  Growth  in  Community  Service 

The  Institute's  strategy  to  expand  community  service  and 
suppott  improvement  in  clinical  education  is  dtiven  by  an 
ongoing  assessment  of  community  eye  care  needs.  This  is  a 
major  effort  to  evaluate  data  on  health  disparities  relating  to 
vision  impaitment  in  Boston  communities.  The  Institute  is 
integrating  epidemiologic  and  demographic  data  to: 

•  Identify  barriers  to  access  of  eye  care 

•  Complete  community  geo-studies 

•  Locate  under-served  populations 

•  Develop  an  Institute  response  strategy 


Healthy  People  2010 

A  national  disease  prevention  initiative  that  identifies  oppor- 
tunities to  improve  the  health  of  all  Americans  will  guide 
The  New  England  Eye  Institute's  planning  process. 
Sponsored  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services,  Healthy  People  2010  identifies  the  most  significant 
preventable  threats  to  health,  and  establishes  national  goals 
to  reduce  these  thteats. 

The  Vision  objectives  are: 

1 .     Increase  the  proportion  of  persons  who  have  a  dilated 
eye  examination  at  appropriate  intervals. 

2  .     Increase  the  proportion  of  preschool  children  aged  5 
years  and  under  who  receive  vision  screening. 

3 .  Reduce  uncorrecred  visual  impairment  due  to  tefractive 
errors. 

4.  Reduce  blindness  and  visual  impairment  in  childten 
and  adolescents  aged  l  7  years  and  under. 

5  .  Reduce  visual  impairment  due  to  diabetic  retinopathy. 

6 .  Reduce  visual  impairment  due  to  glaucoma. 

7  .  Reduce  visual  impairment  due  to  catatact. 

8.  Reduce  occupational  eye  injury. 

9 .  Increase  the  use  of  appropriate  personal  protective  eye- 
wear in  recreational  activities  and  hazardous  situations 
atound  the  home. 

10 .  Increase  the  use  of  vision  rehabilitation  services  and 
adaptive  devices  by  people  with  visual  impairments. 

The  New  England  Eye  Institute,  based  on  this  ongoing 
analysis  of  community  need  will  enhance  care  at  current 
sites,  develop  new  service  locations  and  expand  partnerships 
with  health  providers  and  community  organizations.

Today's  optometry  students  take  for  granted 

their  ability  to  train  at  settings  including  neighborhood  health 

centers  and  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  (VA)  facilities 

as  part  of  their  clinical  education.  Yet,  these  doors  were  not  always 

open  to  them.  While  there  are  many  people  who  contributed 

to  this  welcome  change,  the  man  with  the  vision  to  know 

where  the  profession  was  going  and  how  to  get  there  is 

Dr.  Charles  F.  Mullen  '69. 
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Alumni  Profile 


Dr.  Mullen,  who  is  retiring  from  his  position  as  president  of 
the  Illinois  College  of  Optometry  (ICO),  has  spent  his  33- 
year  career  designing  and  reshaping  the  delivery  of  clinical 
education  for  optometry  students  and  residents.  He  has 
advanced  clinical  education  with  his  keen  foresight  and 
forceful  leadership.  In  doing  so,  he  has  opened  up  eye  care 
services  to  many  previously  underserved  patients. 

From  1970-76  Mullen  served  President  William 
Baldwin  at  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry  (then 
Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry)  as  Special  Assistant  for 
Clinical  Development.  Baldwin  appointed  him  shortly  after 
his  1969  graduation. 

During  the  years  between  1976  and 
1990,  Mullen  served  as  executive  director 
of  the  Eye  Institute  at  Pennsylvania 
College  of  Optometry  (PCO).  He  then 
directed  the  Optometry  Service  at  the 
Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  in 
Washington,  DC,  from  1990-96  and  in 
1996  he  was  selected  president  of  the 
Illinois  College  of  Optometry 

Beginning  with  NEWENCO,  

Dr.  Mullen  was  able  to  plant  the  seeds  of 
moving  optometry  into  the  forefront  of  primary  eye  care  by 
developing  a  delivery  system  that  optimally  served  patients. 
Perhaps  best  known  for  clearly  seeing  the  potential  of 
expanding  the  scope  of  the  practice  of  optometry,  Mullen 
recognized  in  the  early  1970s  that  optometrists  would  be 
treating  eye  disease  and  the  necessity  for  students  in  the  clin- 
ical system  of  NEWENCO  to  develop  new  skills.  Think  of 
how  difficult  this  was  without  a  single  diagnostic  or  thera- 
peutic drug  law  in  place! 

Working  to  implement  new  clinical  protocols,  Mullen 
creatively  developed  teaching  affiliations  with  Boston's  sys- 
tem of  neighborhood  health  centers  and  other  multidiscipli- 
nary  settings.  He  did  this  by  partnering  with  a  progressive 
team  of  optometrists  and  ophthalmologists  in  caring  for 
patients  in  special  and  underserved  populations  as  a  way  of 
enhancing  education  of  future  doctors  of  all  disciplines. 

Breaking  Down  the  Barriers 

To  reflect  back  on  the  1970s,  when  Mullen  began  his  career 
in  optometry,  is  to  see  a  radically  different  time  than  today. 


"We  had  a  need  and  nan  ted  to 
enrich  the  students'  clinical  experi- 
ence and  give  tbem  more  exposure, 
we  also  sail'  an  opportunity  to  pro- 
vide eye  care  services  to  those  who 
were  underserved  in  the  Boston 


Co-management  was  not  the  norm,  as  it  is  today. 
Diagnostics  and  therapeutic  pharmaceuticals  were  the  sole 
province  of  the  medical  profession. 

Early  in  his  career,  Dr.  Mullen  understood  that  ophthal- 
mology and  optometry  were  complementary.  However,  inte- 
grating a  different  model  in  a  resistant  health  care  field 
would  require  both  conviction  and  persistence.  He  and  other 
clinicians  saw  an  opportunity  to  introduce  a  primary  care 
system  into  clinical  education  and,  in  1970  circumstances 
allowed  him  to  begin  his  mission. 

In  1972,  the  College  was  commissioned  by  the  State  of 
Rhode  Island  to  develop  the  clinical  curriculum  and  certify 
its  Optometric  State  Board  in  the  use  of 
diagnostic  and  pharmaceutical  agents. 
Mullen  directed  the  implementation  of 
the  clinical  component  for  the  first  diag- 
nostic pharmaceutical  course  and  along 
with  Matt  Garston  '66  certified  the  first 
diagnostic  pharmaceutical  certified 
optometrist  in  the  United  States. 
Following  that  milestone, 
Mullen  collaborated  with  a  team  of 
neighborhood  health  care  and  public  pol- 
icy leaders:  Tres  Blake  of  the  South  End  Community  Health 
Center;  Bob  Morgan  of  Dimock  Community  Health  Center 
and  the  Harvard  School  of  Public  Health;  Mark  Richman, 
M.D.  of  Boston  University  and  the  South  End  Community 
Health  Centers;  and  David  Miller,  M.D.,  of  Beth  Israel  and 
Harvard  Medical  School.  All  were  committed  to  enhancing 
ophthalmologic  clinical  education  and  services. 

The  ophthalmic  community  and  private  optometric 
practitioners  were  skeptical,  but  the  group  stayed  the  course. 
Over  time,  local  neighborhood  health  centers  formed  part- 
nerships with  the  College  and  integrated  optometric  services 
and  students  into  their  clinical  programs.  Dr.  Mullen  is  still 
viewed  as  the  architect  of  the  clinical  model  used  in  Boston 
and  duplicated  elsewhere  to  this  day. 

Dr.  Barry  J.  Barresi  '77,  Vice  President  for  Clinical  Care 
and  Services  at  New  England  Eye  Institute  (NEEI),  testifies 
to  that  fact.  "Even  today  as  we  meet  with  Boston's  health 
care  leaders  to  further  expand  the  NEEI  system  of  communi- 
ty-based clinical  sites,  many  of  them  vividly  recall  the  innov- 
ative leadership  of  Dr.  Mullen  some  30  years  ago.  With  his 


Dr.  Mullen 
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colleagues,  he  built  a  strong 
foundation  of  community 
health  partnerships.  Today 
these  collaborations  are  fuel- 
ing continued  innovation  and 
growth  in  the  College's  mis- 
sion of  excellence  in  patient 
care,  clinical  education  and 
research." 

Dr.  Gerald  Selvin'73, 
Professor  of  Optometry  at 
NEWENCO  and  National 
Education  Chair  for  the 
Optometry  Service  Field 
Advisory  Group  of  VA 
Central  Office  considers  Dr. 
Mullen  to  have  had  the 
largest  impact  on  his  devel- 
opment than  anyone  else  in 
optometry.  While  still  a  student,  he  remembers  two 
particular  proclamations  made  in  1972  which  not  only 
greatly  influence  his  practice  life  but  all  of  optometry. 

"Optometrists  will  be  treating  eye  disease  routinely, 
so  we  are  going  to  start  to  teach  you  hoiv  now."; 

"There  are  no  welfare  patients,  no  poor  patients,  no 
rich  patients. . .  there  are  only  patients,  and  each  individ- 
ual will  be  treated  with  dignity  and  respect." 

These  principles  are  whar  Charles  Mullen  has  always 
placed  above  all  else. .  .take  care  of  patients  compassionately 
and  with  expertise.  Never  having  lost  sight  of  these  principles 
is  what  made  Mullen  the  visionary  he  is.   And  those 
optometrists  who  have  had  the  good  fortune  to  be  directly 
influenced  by  him  can  imprint  these  values  on  a  new  genera- 
tion of  doctors,  continuing  the  legacy. 

The  Eye  Institute 

Then  it  was  time  for  another  professional  challenge.  In 
1976,  Dr.  Norman  Wallis,  former  president  of  Pennsylvania 
College  of  Optometry  (PCO)  and  now  executive  director  of 
the  National  Board  of  Examiners,  approached  him  about

developing  an  integrated 
clinical  system  at  PCO's  newly 
built  Eye  Institute.  Wallis  felt 
that  Mullen  was  the  only  per- 
son capable  of  handling  this 
daunting  assignment.  Dr. 
Wallis  explained  to  Perspective 
that  PCO's  objective  was  to 
establish  an  enterprise  that 
resembled  an  "eye  hospital." 
It  would  combine  the  three 
O's  (opticianry,  optometry, 
and  ophthalmology)  under 
one  roof.  This  innovation  in 
eye  care  education  would 
completely  change  the  charac- 
ter of  the  clinic,  and  — 
ultimately  —  eye  care  delivery. 
With  his  characteristic 
methodical  approach,  Mullen  set  out  to  implement  the 
model,  which  would  greatly  expand  the  scope  of  educational 
and  training  resources  available  at  PCO.  Dr.  Wallis  recalls 
why  it  was  successful. 

"Charlie  organized  the  clinic  like  a  military  campaign. 
Every  aspect  was  covered  to  the  greatest  detail.  It  was  like 
Operation  Desert  Storm." 

In  the  1980s,  Mullen  saw  changes  taking  place  in  the 
profession  and  made  great  efforts  to  merge  the  interests 
between  optometry  and  rhe  medical  community.  He  wrote 
that,  "the  impetus  comes  from  ourside  parties  —  particular- 
ly third-party  payers,  health  care  policymakers  and  legisla- 
tors —  who  will  attempt  to  define  the  roles  each  profession 
will  play  in  the  future  of  eye  care  provision  if  the  two  profes- 
sions do  not  actively  define  the  role  themselves." 

He  knew  that  the  mutual  interests  could  form  a  bond. 
Therefore,  he  initiated  several  affiliations  with  medical  facili- 
ties in  the  Philadelphia  region.  The  hallmark  would  be 
PCO's  affiliation  with  Hahnemann  University,  a 
Philadelphia-based  medical  college.  The  two  combined 
their  resources  and  worked  to  develop  "unique  approaches 
to  ophthalmic  education,  eye  care  provision,  and  optometric 
research." 
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Meeting  More  Professional  Challenges 

In  1990  Dr.  Mullen  left  PCO  to  head  the  Optometry  Service 
of  the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs  in  Washington,  DC. 
With  this  post,  he  became  the  highest-ranking  civilian 
optometrist  employed  by  the  government.  A  former  Navy 
officer  himself,  he  was  familiar  with  the  need  for  change  in 
the  VA  system.  True  to  form,  he  began  a 
process  of  systematic  restructuring. 
Under  his  stewardship,  he  implemented 
protocols  for  clinical  privileging  and 
standardized  the  educational  component 
system-wide  at  the  VHA.  These  guide- 
lines are  the  principle  force  driving  poli- 
cy decisions  today.  He  was  also  responsi- 
ble for  the  sizable  growth  of  the  student 
and  residency  programs. 

Many  colleagues,  including  those  at 
the  Department  of  Veterans  Affairs,  feel 
that  he  was  a  perfect  representative  for  the  optometric  pro- 
fession in  Washington.  Described  as  a  "visionary,"  a  "poised 
ambassador"  and  an  "executive's  executive,"  he  based  his 
entire  career  on  teamwork.  When  asked  about  his  leadership 
style,  Charles  Mullen  credits  Dr.  Wallis.  "Norman  taught 
me  the  ability  to  empower  the  people  who  work  for  you  — 
to  trust  them  and  how  to  delegate  authority." 

Another  term  that  is  often  used  in  reference  to  Charles 
Mullen  is  "turn-around  specialist."  In  1996,  he  accepted  the 
challenge  of  the  presidency  at  the  Illinois  College  of 
Optometry.  The  institution  had  gone  through  a  difficult 
time  and  needed  to  be  restored  to  its  previous  stature. 

Mullen  confronted  the  issues  head  on,  turning  ICO  into 
a  thriving  and  stable  institution.  He  implemented  a  strate- 
gic management  plan,  "Commitment  to  Excellence,"  which 
restructured  the  college  to  address  the  challenges  of  the 
future. 

Commenting  on  what  he  views  as  the  most  significant 
transformation  at  ICO  during  his  tenure,  Dr.  Mullen  is 
quick  to  state  that  "it  has  been  the  institutional  culture. 


With  his  retirement  from  ICO  this 
fall,  you  might  expect  Mullen  to  con- 
template his  golf  handicap  or  other 
hobbies.  But  instead,  he  is  thinking 
of  returning  to  federal  service.  You 
can  expect  that  wherever  he  heads 
next,  his  vision  and  leadership  will 
do  nothing  short  of  transforming 
that  entity. 


We  initiated  the  process  by  focusing  on  the  CORE  four-year 
program  and  utilized  tools  to  evaluate  outcome  assessment 
and  national  board  performance.  Change  has  permeated  the 
institution." 

The  list  of  accomplishments  at  ICO  is  noteworthy.  ICO 
has  increased  its  endowment,  raised  its  clinical  revenues,  sig- 
nificantly improved  student  national 
board  performance,  frozen  tuition, 
improved  its  student  retention  rate  and 
increased  student  and  faculty  involve- 
ment in  institutional  governance.  The 


outcome  of  Mullen's  taking  charge  is 


remarkable. 

You  can  also  see  his  trademark  in 
the  clinical  programs  of  ICO.  When  he 
arrived  there  were  only  nine  clinical 
affiliates.  That  number  has  grown  to  1  37 
sites  throughout  the  United  States  and 
abroad.  This  has  significantly  impacted  students'  access  to 
patient  encounters.  In  1997,  ICO  formed  an  affiliation  with 
the  University  of  Chicago  that  has  strengthened  both  insti- 
tutions. ICO  is  in  the  process  of  expanding  that  relationship 
further  and  plans  are  underway  to  move  the  University  of 
Chicago's  ophthalmic  surgical  practice  to  the  ICO  campus. 

With  his  retirement  from  ICO  this  fall,  you  might 
expect  Mullen  to  contemplate  his  golf  handicap  or  other 
hobbies.  But  instead,  he  is  thinking  of  returning  to  federal 
service.  You  can  expect  that  wherever  he  heads  next,  his 
vision  and  leadership  will  do  nothing  short  of  transforming 
that  entity.

Fearless  Corneal  Researcher 

DR.   ELEANOR  FUSCHETTI   MOBILIA  '45 

1924-2001

Sometimes  you  can  have  enormous 
influence  by  staying  in  the  same 
geographical  area  throughout  your 
life.  Take  Eleanor  Fuschetti  Mobilia  as 
an  example.  During  her  77  years  she 
grew  up  in  Arlington;  graduated  from 
Massachusetts  School  of  Optometry; 
practiced  her  profession  in  Boston; 
raised  her  three  children  in  Arlington; 
and  lived  in  that  community  until  her 
death  on  August  21,  2001. 

In  the  late  1960s  Eleanot  began  a 
long  and  distinguished  career  at 
Massachusetts  Eye  &  Ear  Infirmary's 
Cornea  Service.  She  was  part  of  a  team 

led  by  Claes  H.  Dohlman,  MD,  a  founder  of  modern  corneal 
science.  After  two  decades,  Eleanor  joined  Kenneth  R 
Kenyon,  MD,  in  Cornea  Associates,  an  affiliated  practice  in 
Charles  River  Park.  There  she  held  the  post  of  senior 
optometrist  and  contact  lens  specialist.  Over  the  years,  her 
reputation  soared:  she  was  able  to  fit  the  most  complicated 
and  difficult  corneal  patients  with  corrective  lenses. 

Called  "Magician  Mobilia"  by  Dr.  Kenyon,  he  says  that 
Eleanor  "found  sight  for  the  unseeing,  fits  for  the  unfittable 
and  satisfaction  for  the  unsatisfiable."  He  adds:  "Our  magi- 
cian was  skilled  to  the  point  of  quite  literally  being  bad  for 
business!  Imagine  patients  from  all  over  the  world  coming 
to  the  mecca  of  our  Boston  practice,  having  been  sent  by  col- 
leagues, searching  for  a  miracle,  hoping  for  the  restoration  of 
their  sight.  Instead  of  'The  Big  Operation,'  the  majority 
obtained  spectacles  or  contact  lenses  that  others  had  been 
unable  to  provide.  In  seeking  my  opinion,  patients  would  so 
often  ask,  'When  will  you  do  my  cornea  transplant.  Dr.

Kenyon?'  It  will  be  most  difficult  to 
alter  my  rime- 
honored  response:  'When  Dr.  Mobilia 
tells  me  to.'" 

1  low  did  this  happen  to  Eleanor? 
Alter  all,  she  entered  optometry  when 
women  made  up  only  3  percent  of  the 
profession.  It  was  also  a  time  when  oph- 
thalmologists and  optometrists  were 
poles  apart  in  tetms  of  professional  col- 
laboration. The  answer  lies  with  mem- 
bers of  her  family  and  her  long-time 
friends  and  colleagues.  They  all  paint  a 
picture  of  a  tearless  professional  who 
contributed  to  pioneering  research  in 
soft  contact  lenses,  who  was  one  of  the  first  optometrists  to 
present  findings  before  the  Association  of  Researchers  in 
Vision  and  Ophthalmology  (ARVO),  and  who  never 
waivered,  even  when  confronted  with  the  most  severe  corneal 
problems  in  her  treatment  room. 

"Eleanor  was  dauntless.  The  strongest  thing  about  her 
was  her  total  self-confidence.  You  could  never  tell  if  she  had 
any  doubts,  for  she  believed  she  could  do  anything.  At  the 
same  time,  she  was  a  wonderful  friend,"  said  Dr.  Arnelda 
Levine  '43.  Dr.  Janet  Mechanic  '42  echoes  these  thoughts. 
"She  was  a  brilliant  woman.  Super  and  quick.  She  could  zero 
right  in  on  anything  she  tackled,  no  matter  how  difficult." 

Arnelda  and  Janet  met  Eleanor  as  students  at 
Massachusetts  School  of  Optometry,  predecessor  of  The  New 
England  College  of  Optometry.   "It  was  the  mid- 1940s," 
Arnelda  recalled.  "Because  there  were  so  few  women  at  the 
college,  we  had  only  a  tiny  ladies  lunchroom.  I  remember 
the  first  day  when  Eleanor  walked  in.  It  was  probably  the 
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only  time  that  I  ever  saw  her  unnerved,  for  she  was  a  fresh- 
man and  Janet  and  I  were  seniors.  But  we  got  talking.  And  I 
found  out  that  we  had  something  in  common.  My  father  — 
like  hers  —  was  a  jeweler  in  downtown  Boston." 

After  graduating,  Eleanor,  Janet  and  Arnelda  went  their 
separate  ways.  Eleanor  began  her  own  optometry  practice  in 
downtown  Boston,  while  Janet  and  Arnelda  set  up  an  office 
together.  But  they  still  kept  in  touch.  Eleanor  kept  on  work- 
ing through  the  birth  of  her  oldest  daughter,  Marcia.  Then 
when  her  second  daughter,  Andrea,  was  born,  she  gave  up 
her  practice.  Later  her  son  Larry  joined  the  family. 

In  the  late  1960s,  Drs.  Levine  and  Mechanic  told  her 
about  an  opening  in  the  Massachusetts  Eye  &  Ear  Infirmary 
Cornea  Service.  Another  optometrist  wanted  to  share  her  job 
and  had  asked  them  if  they  knew  someone  who  would  be 
interested. 

Dr.  Joan  Exford  Korb,  who  was  that  optometrist,  would 
become  a  close  friend  of  Eleanor,  who  was  hired  to  work 
with  her.  "She  continued  in  the  Cornea  Service  for  many 
years  after  I  left.  I  know  she  served  as  a  mentor  for  many 
people.  She  was  a  pioneer  for  women  in  the  field  of  optome- 
try. Also,  not  many  optometrists  worked  alongside  ophthal- 
mologists in  those  days,  as  Eleanor  did." 

Attorney  Marcia  Boumil,  Eleanor's  oldesr  daughter, 
says:  "Joan  got  my  mother  out  of  the  childcare  routine  and 
back  into  optometry.  One  of  the  first  research  projects  they 
worked  together  on  was  developing  soft  contact  lenses. 
Bausch  and  Lomb  were  developing  them  and  needed  input 
from  practitioners  in  the  field." 


Dr.  Paulette  Turco  '77  also  recalled  her  work  with 
Eleanor  at  the  MEEI  Cornea  Service.  "She  dared  to  present 
clinical  papers  in  settings  where  there  weren't  any  women  or 
optometrists.  While  she  demanded  perfection  from  herself 
and  stuck  to  problems  like  a  little  magnet,  you  had  to  like 
her.  She  loved  hard  cases  and  big  challenges." 

In  1976  Eleanor  met  another  person  who  would  have  an 
enormous  influence  on  her  professional  life.  Dr.  Kenneth  R. 
Kenyon  arrived  at  the  Cornea  Service  in  1976.  He  describes 
himself  then  as  "a  nervous  and  ignorant  post-doctoral  fel- 
low." Today  he  heads  Cornea  Associates  of  Boston,  a  practice 
dealing  with  cornea  and  external  disease,  keratorefractive  and 
laser  surgery,  cataract  and  implant  complications,  and  spe- 
cialty contact  lenses. 

What  was  his  impression  on  meeting  Dr.  Mobilia?  "As 
with  an  entire  generation  of  students  preceding  and  follow- 
ing me,  Mentor  Mobilia  at  least  overcame  my  nervousness! 
The  necessity  for  her  to  remain  in  practice  with  me  for  the 
ensuing  quarter  century  —  1976-2001  —  became  evident. 
In  fact,  she  continued  as  our  optometry  guru  at  Cornea 
Associates  until  June  2001,  when  her  European  travel  was 
followed  by  her  final  illness." 

Eleanor  died  two  months  later  from  lung  cancer.  Ken 
Kenyon,  who  gave  her  eulogy,  said  that  "her  heart  and  spirit 

were  young,  both  late  and  long How  fortunate  am  I  to 

have  been  blessed  to  know  and  love  her  for  25  years.  Such  a 
uniquely  multi-talented,  dedicated  and  vital  woman  I  have 
otherwise  never  known.  In  some  ways  a  mentor,  in  others  a 
magician,  but  above  all  a  mother  to  us  all."

Egon  Werthamer  attended  the  Massachusetts  College  of  Optometry 
(now  know  as  The  New  England  College  of  Optometry),  and  was 
valedictorian  of  his  graduating  class  in  1950.  He  started  a  private 
optometry  practice  in  Southeast  Baltimore  that  he  ran  as  a  solo 
practitioner  for  46  years.  He  was  dedicated  to  serving  the  disad- 
vantaged neighborhood  and  he  cared  deeply  about  his  patients' 
health  and  welfare.  No  one  who  needed  care  was  ever  turned  away 
from  his  office,  and  the  needy  received  the  same  services  as  those  who 

_         „.  could  afford  to  pay.  Himself  a  recipient  of  others'  charity  when  he

came  to  America,  he  knew  well  the  embarrassment  that  can  come 
from  accepting  help  and  was  concerned  about  giving  aid  to  people  without  them  feeling  shamed 
about  their  condition.  He  devised  two  ways  to  help  people  without  them  knowing  what  he  was 
doing.  He  often  told  hungry  patients,  "You  need  to  give  your  eyes  a  rest  before  I  finish  your  exam. 
Why  don't  you  go  to  Jim's  (the  local  lunch  counter)  and  order  a  good  meal  and  put  it  on  my  tab. 
That  will  give  me  enough  time  to  recheck  your  eyes."  Patients  who  had  walked  to  his  office  because 
they  didn't  have  carfare  were  given  rides  home,  if  he  had  the  time  or  money  for  the  bus  or  taxi 
"because  he  wanted  them  to  rest  their  eyes." 

Dr.  Werthamer  was  one  of  the  nation's  leaders  in  vision  care  for  the  disadvantaged.  For  50  years 
he  blended  private  practice  with  community  service.  He  developed  programs  to  provide  vision  care 
for  the  deaf  and  mentally  disabled,  nursing  home  residents,  and  the  disadvantaged.  He  learned  sign- 
language  and  for  many  years  was  the  only  Baltimore  optometrist  providing  vision  care  service  to  the 
deaf.  As  executive  director  of  the  Optometric  Center  of  Maryland  on  North  Avenue,  he  provided 
preventive  and  therapeutic  vision  care  services  for  the  disadvantaged  population  of  Baltimore. 

Dr.  Werthamer  was  inducted  as  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  Optometry  in  1972.  He 
was  named  a  Distinguished  Practitioner  in  Optometry  by  the  National  Academies  of  Practice,  one 
of  only  100  optometrists  nationwide  to  be  so  honored.  In  November  1999,  he  received  a 
Distinguished  Service  Award  for  outstanding  contributions  in  public  health  vision  care  from  the 
Vision  Care  Section  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife  of  54  years,  Rita  Werthamer,  two  children,  and  four  grandchildren. 
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
